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THE KEELY MOTOR VAPORIC GUN. 


Taz much-promising Mr. Keely, of Keely Motor 
fame, again challenges the faith of his stockholders and 
the public with the definite assertion that he has 
reached the end of his seven years’ experimenting, and 
will, within the current year, furnish a conclusive 
answer to the skeptics. As an earnest. of this honest 
intention, he last week gave an exhibition of the 
merits of his alleged discovery as applied to ordnance. 
This exhibition was on the Ordnance Grounds at Sandy 
Hook, and was witnessed by a large number of specta- 
tors, including many officers of the 5th Artillery, with 
Colonel Hamilton. The results obtained in the pres- 
ence of skeptics huve given great encouragement to 
Mr. Keely’s friends. These results are not, and are not 
claimed to be, remarkable, as an exhibition of actual 
power; but it is insisted that they are conclusive as 
showing that Mr. Keely has discovered a new force in 
what he calls molecular vibration. But this claim is 
still scoffed at, and Lieut. Zalinski, who witnessed this 
gun-trial, insists that he can accomplish the same 
resulis with the same apparatus, using compressed air, 
and has challenged Mr. Keely to give him an opportu- 
nity to prove this, his offer being declined. That all 
may judge as to this, we will give as plain a statement 
as we can of what we witnessed, with others, at Sandy 
Hook on Saturdy last. 

The gun with which Mr. Keely experimented was 
mcunted as a diminutive field-piece, reversed on its 
trunions, muzzle and trail in same direction. (Might not 
this be an improvement in our field artillery ? In action 
Sront/? Or would the recoil make it impracticable ?) 
The gun, which may weigh fifty pounds, consists of a 
resonator, a reinforce, ani a barrel—tbis last of brass. 
The barrel is about eighteen inches long, has a bore of 
eleven-tenths inches, and screws on the reinforce. The 
reinforce is hollow, we are told, and at one time was 
said to hold what Mr. Keely terms a nest of vibrators, 
which were, we understood, dispensed with on Satur- 
day. The ‘‘resonator” is a bulb, apparently, of a 
piece with the reinforce, and its use is only known to 
the inventor; it takes the position of a cascabel. To 
the resonator, in the prolongation of the axis, is screwed 
an ‘‘ accelerator,” a cylinder of steel, apparently, and 
with a ecrew driven into its terminal end. It is about 
six inches by two in diameter. 

‘The motive force was contained in two iron cylinders 
one was about 44 feet long, of 9 in. diameter, and the 
other of 3 by 6 in. diameter. The hollow part of the 
the large cylinder is said to be 43 by 5 inches in dia. 
meter. The large cylinder is called the magasine; the 
smaller, the vitulizer. The connection between the cy- 
linders is made by a copper tube of an indifferent 
length, two-tenths of an inch thick and of one-tenth of 
an inch calibre. The magazine is connected with the 
reinforce of the gun by a like tube, and a valve. 

; The gun is loaded by unscrewing the barrel, introduc- 
ing @ rubber cloth gas check 1% in. in diameter and on 
this placing one or more hard rubber discs; against these 
(in the chamber of the reinforce) is placed a cylindrical 
plug with a holethrough it of the calibre of the ball. 
The barrel is then screwed on, the ball introduced and 
driven home, To discharge the gun the valve of the 
magazine was turned and the screw in the end of the 
accelerator was tapped lightly with a mallet; the dis- 
charge immediately followed and the valve hastily 
closed. The following were the results gained :

17th shot, elevation 6 degs.—fell seven yards short, but made 
a ricochet bit on right side of target. 

18th shot, elevation 3 degs.—with increased tension by reversed 
vitalizer and 3 vulcavized rubber wads. Shot fell short, but gua 
after firing showed but 254 degs. elevation, 

19th shot.—fired with a conoid.] chilled iron bolt, 23-16 in 
ches long, deeply hollowed ont and weighing 6 oz. It passed 
through 514 inches of two spruce planks. 


In discussing results we must say that the experi- 
ments were exceedingly unsatisfactory. First—The balls 
were round ; some larger than others, some slipping in 
easily, others being driven in by blows. Second—The 
elevation was obtained ty the crude means of the 
quadrant on an uneven surface; there were no sights 
on the gun. Third—The ground was a bad one to see 
the graze of the ball, being of hummocky sand. Fourth 
—Those who pretended to take observations came un- 
prepared, supposing others were there to make the 
tests, and ignorant of Mr. K.’s methods. 

So called experts differ much in their estimate of the 
results. The pressures obtained are variously estimated 
at from £00 to 2,000 pounds per square inch. Some 
say that if it was acompressed gas or air the noise 
would be a whish, and not a pop. Others answer: 
‘* Yes, if it was a followed up propulsion, but the nar- 
row copper tube practically cuts off the magazine, and 
it is but a pocketful in the reinforce chamber which ex- 
pands.” The friends say it cannot be compressed air 
or carbonic acid, or its escape would extinguish a coal 
by lowering of temperature due to expansion, and the 
gun also would be lowered in tem perature. The critics 
answer, ‘‘Have you tried iitmus for acid test?” and say 
that when a compressed air comes from a large tube 
freely it lowers temperature, but from a tenth of an inch 
tube, not perceptibly—-and in case of the gun the charge 
is 80 small thst the chilling is compensated by the fric 

tion of the ball. The friends say they have breathed 
the vapor and it is not noxious; the critics answer, 
‘This is true of air.” Assuming the power used to be 
compressed air, as claimed by Lieutenant Zalinski, that 
gentleman must certainly have learned something of ac» 
van‘age to his pneumatic gun in the economy of power. 
Let him add a pocket, or pockets, to-his reservoir, just 
large enough to hold his charge, or charges, and he saves 
all his magazine behind, instead of opening a direct 
throttle valve and depending on quick action of ma- 
chinery to close it. 

As Mr. K. has removed his so-called nest of vibra- 
tors, originally used in the chamber, it is presumable 
that they were useless, and that their vibration did no 
good. Toincrease tension he did not resort to vibra- 
tion, but tothe very common means of using more 
wads. Again, he turned about the end of the vitalizer, 
using what he called the negative end. Yes, says the 
critic, but doesn’t that bint at a diaphragm? The ten- 
sion being exhausted on the positive end, he turns, in a 
very old fashioned way, to the end with higher com- 
pression, yet untouched. His friends say he has no 
engine to compress air to bring about his results; his 
critics say ‘*Yes, but he is not always prepared to gen- 
erate his vapor for his gun at any moment; he always 
appoints a time.” His friends say that he freely ex- 
poses his generator to inspection, and certainly judges 
say that if his force is generated there it is unaccounta 

ble, wonderful, new. 

Asto Mr. Keely’s manner it may be said that his 
bammer taps on the different parts of his apparatus as 
if to see if they were in tune, and the preparatory test 
ing bis accelerator as a tuning fork, struck the observer 





shock from the blow on the end of the accelerator de- 
termined the explosion. Then again, Mr. K. has picked 
up ard adapted a terminology that confuses the hearer, 
and that he has no intention shall be understood, and to 
which, as he convinces his hearers, he attaches no defi- 
nite ideas himself. He speaks of his ‘‘vibrations” in 
one minute as though they were measured by space, 90 
many to the inch, and in the next breath as though 
measured by time, 80 many to the second, and the only 
thing that is clear is that he knows rothing about them 
more than they exist, if they do exist. But then the 
man who first lifted a feather by rubbing a bit of amber 
was as wise about the nature of the force as is Edison 
or was Faraday. They understand its methods of 
action, but not what it is. The most definite statement 
of Mr. Keely’s claim is that given to a reporter to whom 
Mr. K. said: “Stripping the process of all technical 
terms, it is simply this: I take water and air, two medi- 
ums of different specific gravity, and produce from 
them by generation an effect, under vibrations, that 
liberates from the air and water an inter-atomic ether. 
The energy of this ether is boundless, and can hardly 
be comprehended. The specific gravity of ether is 
about four times lighter than that of hydrogen gas, the 
lightest gas so far discovered. To project twenty leaden 
bullets, each weighing nearly five ounces, at a velocity 
of over 500 feet a seconil, there was required six drops 
of water and about a pint of air. From this combina- 
tion is derived sufficient force to fire 250 bullets of like 
weight as those used. I have produced frequertly a 
pressure of 10,000 pounds to the square inch of a quar- 
ter of asecond. The process, in reality, 1s instantane- 
ous.” 

Though this trial took place upon Ordnance territory 
there was not an Ordnance officer present, and they 
thus lost an opportunity of possessing themselves of 
Mr. Keely’s secret, whatever that may be worth to 
them. After the trial one of Mr. Keely’s representa- 
tive’s made some assertions which we put on record for 
the benefit of our English contemporaries. One of 
these assertions was that Admiral Gore Jones visited 
Mr. Keely’s laboratory, and reported that he had dis- 
covered a new force; the other was that the London 
Engineer sent a special envoy to investigate and then 
refused to publish his report because it was favorable 
to Mr. Keely. Admiral Jones is undoubtedly a most 
accomplished naval officer, as well as a must agreeable 
gentleman, but possibly his judgment on a matter of 
this sort might not be accepted as conclusive, even were 
it as reported; nor can we see any good reason why 
the Hagineer should suppress a favorable report upon 
the Kcely motor, were such a one ever made.

Tssac Newton, a gontleman whose name and reputation 
are well known to many of our readers, died by his own hand 
at his residence in New York on Thursday, September 25th. 
For the past two or three years Mr. Newton has suffered 
from ill health in a form which produced despondency. 
This was aggravated by various worries, snd finally by some 
pectniary embarrassment growing out of obligations as- 
sumed by Mr. Newton in the endeavor to protect his mother 
‘and sisters against loss. The result was insamty, which 
first showed itself in unmistakeable form on the night of 
his death. Eluding for a moment the vigilance of a friend 
who was watching with him, Mr. Newton entered a cloeet 
early in the morning after a night of sleeplessness, and 
bending over a wash basin cut his throat with a small razor, 
which was swept out of sight down the drain pipe with 
his life’s blood, flowing from the severed jugular 
vein. Mr. Newton was born in New York aboat forty- 
eight years ago, and was the son of Isasc New- 
ton, well known in those days from his connection with 
steamboat navigation on the North River. He served in the 
Navy as a Ist Assistant Engineer from June 15, 1861, until 
his resignation on the 8th of February, 1865. He was as- 
sistant engineer on the Monitor in her fight with the Merri- 
mac, and it was to his intelligence, zeal and cool courage 
that the success of that engagement was in a measure due. 
He bad previously assisted Mr. Ericsson in designing and 
constructing the Monitor, and had a faith in her, which was 
shared by but few of his associates. Mr, Newton was subse- 
quently appointed Superintendent of Construction of Iron- 
clads, and acquired an exceptional experience in this De- 
partment which was afterwards made available in the com- 
pletion of the Stevens’ Battery under Gen. McClellan. He 
went with Gen. McClellan into the Dock Department of New 
York, and was later, in 1881, appointed Chief Engineer of 
the Aqueduct Department, which place he held at the time 
of his death. It is upon the plans of Mr. Newton, which 
were novel and bo:d in conception, that the new aq- 
neduct is building. He has alazo served as a trustee 
of the Brooklyn Bridge, and his reputation is associated 
with other important public works, Mr. Newton’s relation 
to the Army anp Navy Journat in its early daye we - 
timate, and the first number of this paper contains an arti- 
cle by bim in defence of the monitors. No man, at that 
time, had made a more thorough study of the subject of 


ironclads and he was equally well-informed io steam engin- } 


eering. He was an unsparing, as well as an intelligent critic 
of methods be did not approve, and we were greatly in- 
deb ed to him for valuable hints and suggestions. He was

so fatal a result. Mr. Newton was buried on Saturday of 
this week from the residence of his mother, No. 26 West 
2ist 8t., New York.

A., says: ‘* Deceased was born 
in Monroe township July 22, 1822, and was of Scotch-Irish 
descent, her father, John Olark, belonging to that sturdy 
stock of pioneers to whom the couutry is indebted for its 
early settlement, and the laying of the fonndation of its 
present prosperity. She was married to the husband who 
survives her, Sept. 18, 1840. Mrs. Corbin was a true wife 
and mother, devoting herself with unfaltering fidelity and 
affection to the interests of her husband and cbildren, and 
ever ready, with heart and voice and hand, to cheer, com- 
fort, or aid a neighbor. Her door was always hospitably 
open, her impulses generous, her opinions liberal, better, 
they were charitable. Like most of the old-school ladies, 
ber hands were never idle, and when not occupied in some 
labor of love, were employed in the adornment of her cheer- 
ful, pleasant home. Beloved of her family, and the little 
world which her presence had rendered better aud brighter, 
she passed to her rest full of honored years on earth, and of 
bright hope of a joyful future. She was buried in the beau- 
tifal little cemetery at Laurel, within sight of her birthplace 
and the home which her life and labors had rendered beauti- 
ful, and which to tbe loving husband, the bronzed soldier 
son, and all the member; of her household, was the most 
sacred spot on earth. She was laid to rest in the presence of 
one of the largest assemblages ever gathered in Monroe 
township.” 

Henry Cxay, a grandson of the ‘Great Commoner,” whose 
name he bore, was shot ina drunken brawl in Louisville, 
Ky., on Monday last, by a councilman of that city, Andy 
Wepler, and a keeper of a saloon where the tragedy occur- 
red. Mr. Clay, who was about thirty-five years of age, was 
a son of the Hon. James B. Olay, himself the son uf Henry 
Clay. The father, who was chargé d'affaires to Lisbon, 1849, 


26, 1864. On his mother's side he was a nephew of ex-Gov. 
Richard T. Jacob, of Kentucky, and of the present Mayor 
of Louisville, the Hon. Charles D. Jacob. Young Olay was 
a lawyer, and of him the Courier-Journal says: ‘In many 
respects Henry Clay was worthy of the illustrious name he 
bore. He had courage and culture, industry and ambition, 
and a talent, closely bordering on genius, for public speak- 
ing. The weakness, which proved the occasion of his death, 
was of infrequent indulgence, and, though he was obstinate 
and querulous when in hia cups, his was rather the perver- 
sity of a child and amused those who knew him. In temper 
he was both gentle and exacting, but, in his personal inter- 
course, under all circumstances, he was self-possessed and 
cool, From both sides of his house he inherited the most 
determined resolution and intrepidity, which, in his case, 
manifested themselves with eccentricity. But the essentials 
of great usefulness and popularity were his, and, had he 
lived, his appearance in the theatre of national affairs was 
certain, and it is almost equally certain that he would have 
made his mark.” ‘ 

Mason Gronce G. Waccaman, formerly of the U. 8. 
Army, died at St. Louis, Sept. 9, 1884. He was graduated 
from the Military Academy in 1835, and assigned to the 1st 
U. 8. Artillery. He served in the Florida War, and was sta- 
tioned at Plattsburg, N. Y., in 1841, during the Canada 
Border disturbances.

From 
the date of his graduation until a year or so back, when he 
was assigned to special duty on Gen. Sheridan's steff, bia 
service was almost continuously in the Indian country, and 
his knowledge of the habits, signa, language, etc., of the 
Indians was probably not excelled, if equallod, by any one 
in the United States. This specialty made him a most use 
fal staff officer to Gen. Sheridan by whom his loss is severely 
felt. 

A large mound of flowers noarly cover the handsomely 
carved rquare-top mahogany desk at which Captain Clark 
sat in the War Department. A card carefully laid on the top 
bears the words : “ From officers of the 2d Cavalry.” Only 
& week since Oaptain Clark was apparently enjoying the very 
best health. His illness was very brief. Thursday, Sept. 
18, he did not go to his office, sending word that he was 
slightly indisposed, and would remain in his room for tho 
day. Not appearing the following day, his mail was sent to 
him, when he said he was feeling better and expected to be 
about on the next day. He gradually grew worse, however, 
from that time on until his death, at 6 oclock Monday 
morning. But at no time prior to Sunday night did his con- 
dition seem alarming to himeelf or friends. The only per- 
sous present at the time of his death were Col. Gregory, the 
physicians and several members of the Metropolitan Club, 
an organization which he had very recently joined. Ais 
brother, John W. Olark, and Miss McElroy, an estimable 
young lady, of Chicago, to whom he was engaged to be mar- 
ried, arrived in Washington Monday evening, and left with 
the remains in a late train the same night for the home of 
the parents of the deceased, at Deer River, Lewis County, 
Northern New York. There were no.ceremonies in Washing- 
ton, the remains being taken to the depot by the under- 
taker, accompanied by a few Army friends. 

Osptain Clark was engaged on a history of the sign lan- 
guage he knew so well. Fortunately for the fame he gained 
80 early in his professional career, as well as for the Service

In 1881 he was assigned to command of the Navy Yard at 


Pensacola, and in 1882, while the yellow fever was prevalent 
there, he left his post without proper authority and 
went to Morristown, Tennessee, leaving a subordinate officer 
in charge.of the Yard. For this he was tried by Court 
Martial and dismissed November 21, 1882. (See Jovnwat of 
December 2, 1882, p. 397.) After that time repeated efforts 


were made for his reinstatement, but were not successful.

The rate fur all messages in cipher, known as the Signal Service 
Weather Reports, shail not exceed three cents f.r each word sent 
over each circuit as now or hereafter established by the Ohief 
Signal Officer of the Army. All messages sent over 4 circuit will 
be dropped at all designated intermediate offices therein without 
additional charge. 

All officers ot the United States should indorse upon official 
Messages transmitted by them the words “ Official Business,” 
and should report to the Postmaster General any charge in ex- 
cess of the above rates.

CANNED GOODS IN THE ARMY. 


Brevxt Major General J. P. Hawkins, U. 8. A., Major, 
Subsistence Dept., has written an article for the American 
Grocer on the use of canned foods in the Army. He says 
that the Army posts throughout the United States have been 
supplied with canned meats, fruits, vegetables and pre- 
serves for nearly twenty years. ‘‘Many of the poste are lo- 
cated where it is not possible to cultivate gardens, eithero n 
account of poverty of the soil, lack of rainfall, or rigor of 
climate, and as a consequence there is hardly a military sta- 
tion in the land where officers and soldiers and their families 
do not habitually use canned foods, and as a class Army peo- 
ple are without doubt the largest consumers of canned ar- 
ticles in proportion to their number of any other in the coun- 
try.” General Hawkins says that notwithstanding the largo 
consumption he has “never known or beard of a case of 
need govts poisoning in the Army.” He states further 
that goods of no particulsr packing are used. They are pur- 
chased all over the country, but usually from the packer or 
manufacturer who converts the crude material into the can- 
ned article. He has inquired of the Army surgeons and they 
tell him they have no knowledge of any cases of —— 
from canned goods. His conclusion is “ that the reports o 
poisoning by eating canned food are not to be believed,” or 
that ifeuch cases do ocour they‘are caused by the use of 
spoiled canned food, “and go spollea that the appearance of 
the can would surely have indicated the unsound condition 
of its contents to a person exercising ordinary care.”

FORT STOOKTON, TEXAS. 


Carrarn Geo. H. Palmer, 16th U. 8. Infantry, in an inter- 
esting letter to the Lvening Gazette, Monmouth, IU, con- 
cerning this post, says : 

You who are so fortunate as to live in Illinois will better 
appreciate the real comforts of life so easily obtained there 
when you are told that we have no fresh fruits at Fort 
Stockton, and rarely vegetables. Last week a few vegetables 
were brought by wsgon from a place nearly a hundred miles 
distant, and for a few days wo indulged in potatoes at ten 
cents per pound, cabbage at cighteen cents per pound, and 
one peck of poor tomatoes for two dollars. Yesterday our 
post surgeon, Dr. Hall, received by stage twenty pounds of 
ioe, and this was the occasion for a jubilee. Mrs. George 
made ice cream, and they who sat in the shade of her veran- 
dah and ate al it, for a time forgot to grumb!e at the fate that 
keeps them here. 
ort Stockton was established in 1867 as a protection to 
emigrants and to prevent raids of Indians into the settle- 
ments east of here. The Indians have all been driven into 
New Mexico and the Indian Territory, where they are kert 
by the Government on their reservations. being no 
further use for troops here the question of breaking up the 
post has been under consideration for a number of years. 
Owing to the fact that the Government has not sufficient 
quarters at other posts to put troops into, they are still kept 
here. The post was to have been abandoned thie summer, 
and last summer and the summer before that, and it is to be 
abandoned again next —- It aye A hoped that 
some summer promise will not prove ockery. 

The houses aa built of adobes, have high porches and 
shingle roofs. They stand on the 4 sides of a equare or e 
The line of officers’ quarters face those of the enlisted men. 
The offices and storerooms look towards the hospital and the 
gloomy guard house, before which at all times tramps the pa- 
tient sentry and within whose walls lingers the delinquent sol- 
dier. In the centreof the parade rises the tall staff from 
whose top sails our country’s flag as a beacon, marking the 
refuge to the weary travellers on the extended plains. 

The walls of the houses are excellent harbors for scorpions, 
centipedes, and nasty bate, whose fleshy wings fan our faces 
at night. Allis crumbling. from the effects of rain, heat 
and wind. Raiu pours through the broken roofs and washes 
the plaster down. The parade is two acres in area, a few 
dry and dusty weeds make a struggle to w upon it, and 
one sickly colored thorn bush, eight feet high, marks @ con- 
trast between the color of the houses, the bare ground and 
itself. 

The dazzling glare of the sun on the post at midday is 
painful to the bees, and the general ) is like that of 
a deserted brickyard.. Frequent whirlwinds sweep scross the 
parade and roll up clouds of dust which entere the houses 
and soils everything. 

All day en guiene enue sit on the houses and on the 
mud chimneys and rattle dirt down the roofs and chatter 
and caw and cant their wise heads and gape at the pass- 
er-by. At evening they lazily fly away in long, swaying ~— 
tospend the night among the carcasses of cattle on the 
plains. ‘ 1 ies 
At dawn the sleepy sentinels chant their weird ‘All's 
well !” the dogs cone ard are answered by the howls of 
wolves, which leave their feast on the offal of the camp and 
slink into their holes in the rocks, the sua pours down his 
scorchiug heat, and the clayed crows leave their carcasses 
and come and dance on the housetops.

THE DEATH OF STEPHEN DECATUR, 


A correspondent sends us the following hitherto unpub- 
lished lines, written by a maniac confined in the Philadel- 
phia (Pe.) Lunatic Asylum, on bis bearing of the death of 
Commodore Stephen Decatur, who fell in a duel with Com- 
modore James Barron, March 22, 1820 : 


The warrior of the waters bas gone to the land of spirits, 
But the ghoste of bis fathers rejoice not in his coming; 
For he came not in the storm of battle, 

He came not in the shroud of glory. 


The warrior of the waters was a great warrior and lion, 

When he rose and sbook himself the hills trembied. 

He stretched forth bis mighty paws, across the great Atlantic, 

And he gored the lion of the East; great and mighty was he— 
See. Yet did a little Bee overcome him, 


Public opinion was that little bee, 

And the lion might have crushed it with his paw. 
But the little bee crept into the ear of the great lion 
And stung him upon the strings of life.

The Hebrew Leader, which publishes these lines, received 
them from “our venerable and respected friend, J. B. Nones, 
Esq., who seventy years ago was an officer in the U. 8, Navy, 
and was Decatur’s aide-de-camp at the subjugation of 
Algiers, Tuois and Tripoli in the flagship Guerriere, a 44- 
gun frigate.” Mr. Nones served as midshipman from Feb. 
1, 1814, to July 2, 1821, when he resigned. 








THE TALLAPOOSA WRECK. 


Tue fifth chain was passed under the bottom of the Talla- 
poosa on September 18, only one more remaining to be 
Te Lieut, Commander Hitchcock, of the Nina, has 

nengaged in sounding the various channels from the 
wreck to Edgartown, so as to find the one best suited, with 
sufficient depth of water, for towing in the wreck when 
raised. The diver reports that there is nothing unusual in 
the appearance of the Tallapoosa below, and that bags and 
hammocks are floating about on the berth deck. The Secre- 
tary of the Navy gave the fisherman, who under very trying 
circumstances brought in the body of William O’Donnell, 
the snm of $50 as a reward for his services. At slack water 
on the 19th inst., from the bow of the Tallapoosa to the 
paddle-box on the starboard side, there was 9 fathoms and 
on the port side 734 to 83¢ fathoms of water. The sbip is 
on an even keel, aud the inequality in the depth of water is 
from the banking of the sand by the tide, 

The Nina, under command of Lieut. Commander Hitch- 
cock, has been very actively and usefully engaged since she 
reached the scene of the wreck, and the operations of the 
wrecking company have been daily and fully reported to the 
Secretary of the Navy. There seems to be but little donbt 
that the wreck will be successfully raised and taken into Ed- 
gartown before Oct. 1.

SINKING THE TALLAPOOSA. : 


Tue findings of the Court of Inquiry, consisting ot 
Captains D. B. Harmony, R. F. Bradford and F. M. 
Bunce, concerning the collision between the Naval 
steamer Tallapoosa and the schooner James 8, Lowell, 
made public by the Navy Department, are as follows : 

That on the night of the 21st of August, 1884, about 
11 p. m., the Tallapoosa was on her way from Boston 
to Newport, R.1., off East Chop light, in Vineyard 
Sound, steering her course by the lights; the navigat- 
ing ofticer, the officer of the deck and the commandin 
officer being on deck ; the latter personally in charge o 
the conduct of the vessel ; that the sky was clear, with 
the haze abvut the horizon and a strong breeze blowinz 
frora the southwest ; the tide was flood, setting to the 
eastward from une to one and a half knots an hour ; the 
Tallapoosa steaming against wind aad tide, making 
about eight and a half knots over the ground ; that 
when entering the channel between the Hedge Fence 
and Squash Meadow shoals, at the point between the 
buoys, about one mile and five-eighths in width, the 
schooner Lowell was reported one and a half to two 
points to the starboard bow; that the Lowell wag of 
700 tons, laden with coal; was moving at a speed of 
about nine knots through the water and ten over the 
ground, and in about three minutes the vessels were in 
collision, und the Tallapoosa was sunk and the Lowell 
badly damaged; that on sighting the lights of the 
schooner the schooner’s helm was put to starboard and 
the steamer steadied when she had fallen off about 
three-quarters of a point ; that constant watch was kept 
upon the schooner’s lights, and suddenly the green light 
disappeared and only the red could be seen; that the 
steamer’s helm was then put hard a-starboard, her 
whistle blown twice and then sounded repeatedly, but 
her speed was retained; that she was struck by the 
schooner sbout forty feet from the bow, on the star- 
board side, at an angle of from thirty to seventy de- 
grees with the line of the keel from the bow. 


THE SOHOONER’S FATAL OHANGE OF OOURBE. 


That the schooner on sighting the lights of the steam- 
er one ha!f point on the port bow, as seen from leeward 
under the sails, kept her course until the green light of 
the steamer was’seen, then put her helm to port and 
struck the steamer as described ; that the evidence that 
the red light of the steamer was seen by the schooner’s 
people soon after her masthead light, was disregarded 
by the Court, as tbe relative potitions of the two vessels 
as established by each of them would render it impos- 
sible for the red light of the steamer to be at any time 
visible from the schooner; tbat the steamer did all that 
she was able to do in her positiun to avoid the collision, 
and complied with the law in every and all respects, as 
ehe was in the direct course of the schooner when she 
first sighted her; and that the schooner, when she saw 
the green light of the steamer, instead of holding her 
course, did, by putting ber helm _ to port and altering 
her course, violate section 4,233, Revised Statutes (rules 
23 and 24), for preventing cullisions. \ 

The Court is of the opivion, therefore, that the vlame 
for the collision rests with the schooner. The Oourt 


5} is glad to add the fact that every effort was made by 


the people of both vessels to save life. 

The levy Department approves the above findings, 
not relying alone on the testimony of the officers and 
crew of the Tallapoosa that they saw the schooner 
change her course and that her sails were actually 
shaking when she struck, and that therefore she caused 
the collision, but places its approval upon the admis- 
sions in the testimony of the witnesses ou the schooner. 
Master Reed, of the Lowell, testified that before the 
vessels came together he ordered the helm hard down. 
Being asked why he gave this manifestly wrong order, he 
answered absurdly that it was because the steamer had 
shown ber green light, from which fact he ivferred that 
she bad starboarded ber helm. Being asked) why he 
did not therefore, if he took the responsibility of chang- 
ing bis course, put his helm hone up instead of po om 

irectly into the steamer, he gave no reaso

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DISASTERS TO NAVAL VESSELS. 


Tue finding of the naval Court of Inquiry in the case 
of the TalJapoosa will commend itself to the judgment 
of all who have carefully cunsidered the evidence, 
though it will not silence the sneers of those who are 
predetermined to condemn our naval officers in all such 
cases. It is unfortunate that accidents should occur at 
sea, but it is evident that our Navy has no monopoly of 
them. Just as the decision of the Tallapoosa court was 
made public, came the report of the loss of the British 
man of-war Wasp, by running on a rock at Tory Island, 
off the Northwest coast of Ireland. The report of the 
disaster shows that the weather was hazy when the 
Wasp was struck. About threeo’clock in the morn- 
ing the officer of the watch ordered sail to be set for the 
purpose of steadying the boat, asa lumpy sea was on. 

His orders were being carried out when the vessel, 
which, it is surmised, was greatly out of her course, 
suddenly, without the slightest warning, struck upon a 
rock and foundered about forty feet from the light 
house, her inasis showing above the water. After she 
sank six of the crew escaped by clinging to the wreck- 
age and were picked up by fishing boats in the last 


ing those of all the officers except the Surgeon and 
Chief Engineer, absent on furlough. On the rocky 
coast, where the disaster occurred, it was impossible to 
use small boats in the attempt to rescue the ship’s crew.

In this extremity 
the crew was prevented from landing by the Somalis, 
who gathered in large numbers and demanded payment 
for the privilege. All that could be collected on board, 
$600, was paid to them, but only a small party was 
permitted to land. Fortunately, the German steamer 
Masselia appeared and took off 300 sick soldiers and 
women, and the British vessel, Lord of the Isles, 
which followed a day later, rescued the remain-

at hand. The first lieutenant was the last to leave the 
beach. Ashe placed himself in the sling to be hauled 
on board, the natives surrounded him, and cut all the 
buttons off his uniform. When he was half way to the 
ship the savages began to haul on the line by which the 
sling was drawn ashore. The sailors on the ship hauled 
equally bard the other way, so that in the confusion the 
lieutenant was overturned, and was hauled aboard feet 
first. He was nearly suffocated when he reached the 
deck. Before leaving the Averyon the captain set her 
on fire. As the last boat left the transport the entire 
body of natives, estimated at 3,000, swarmed on board, 
and when the Lord of the Isles sailed away they could 
be seen shouting and fighting in the midst of the flames 
on the deck of the burning vessel. There was only 
sixty pounds of powder on board, the rest having been 
thrown overboard. Just before the Lord of the Isles 
got out of sight of the burning vessel the flames reached 
the powder. There was an explosion, the masts went 
by the board, and many savages must have been killed. 
The rescued Frenchmen were Janded at Aden. 

This is at least the fourth disaster to war vessels 
within the past three or four months, each one repre- 
senting a different Navy. ‘Spain has lost the Gravina, 
wrecked; the United States the Tallapoosa, by colli- 
sion; France the Aveyron, stranded; and China the 
Yang Wu, by a French torpedo. Besides the last 
named vessel, which was destroyed at Foo-choo, the 
Chinese are reported to have lost a number of gunboats, 
the names of which have not as yet reached us. But 
these last were the legitimate casualties of war. 

The Hngineer gives some particulars concerning these 
vessels which are of interest. The Spanish corvette 
Gravina was an iron vessel of 1,152 tons, designed by 
Mr. G. OC. Mackrow, and launched at Poplar, Eng., 
1881. She was 210ft. in length, 31ft. in breadth, 16ft. 
6in. in depth, and drew 15ft. Gin. of water. Her en- 
gines, of 1,500 indicated horse power, from the works 
of Messrs. Humphreys and Tennant, propelled her at a 
speed of 14 knots per hour. The Gravina was barque 
rigged, and carried an armament of three Gin. Arm- 
strong breech-loading guns, mounted on Mr. Mack- 
row’s well known plan. The Aveyron, French trans- 
port, wasa wood built screw steamer of 3,974 tons, 
launched at Toulon in 1864. She was 275ft. 7in. long, 
44ft. 5in. broad, 26ft. Sin. deep, and had a draught of 
22ft. Gin. Her engines indicated 1,718 horse power, 
and her original speed was 11.3 knots. The Aveyron 
was barque rigged, and carried acrew of 218 officers 
and men, and two 54in. guns. The Chinese cruiser 
Yang Wu was a wooden vessel, launched at Foo- 
choo in 1872. She was designed by European 
engineers, but was built by Chinese workmen. Her 
chief dimensions were: Length between perpendicu- 
lars, 190ft. 6 in. ; extreme breadth of beam, 36ft. Yin. ; 
depth, 23ft. 7in.; draft of water, aft, 18ft. The dis- 
placement of the Yang Wu was 1,608 tons, and she 
was propelled at a speed of 13 knots per hour by en- 
gines of 1256 indicated horse-power. The origin of 
these engines 1s doubtful, but they were probably manu- 
factured at Shanghai. The armament of this cruiser 
was composed of one 74in. and twelve 44in. Whitworth 
guns, and she carried a crew of 200 officers and men. 
The Yang Wu wasship-rigged. 

We may add that the Wasp, the latest victim of dis- 
aster, wasa screw composite gunboat of 465 tons and 
470 horse-power, carried four guns and was commis- 
sioned at Devonport, December 1, 1881. She is cata- 
logued as in ‘‘ particular service.”

of the total; losses caused by collision,’£82,483 ; losses 
caused by accidents to machinery, £17,212; losses by 
ice, fire, etc., £69,615. The remainder, £66,925, is 
attributable to sea damage, and to other like causes. 
“The figures are remarkable,” says Hngineer, ‘‘as 
showing how large a part of the loss is attributable to 
stranding and collisions, and they certainly seem to 
point tothe need for greater care in the management 
and the navigation of vessels at sea. Without fully 
approving of the statement, it must be admitted that it 
shows at any rate there is great room for improvement 
in the navigation of our vessels at sea. If there were 
an analysis of the books of the whole of the marine 
insurance clubs and associations, there might be avail- 
able a mass of figures which would enable us better to 
estimate the cause of the loss that seems, under present 
circumstances, inevitable.’’ 





DESERTION AND HABEAS CORPUS. 


AN interesting case to the Army was decided on Sep- 
tember 17 by the United States Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of New York, on appeal. It involved 
the questions whether a minur who enlisted without 
consent of his parent can take advantage of such defect 
and desert, and if he does desert and remains at liberty 
over two years, whether he can be apprehended asa 
deserter and put on his trial for the crime before a gen- 
eral court-martial. 

The case in question 1s that of Private Thomas Kirk 
Davison, who enlisted in New York City in July 1870, 
under the name of Thomas Kirk, alleging he was twenty- 
one years old. He was assigned to Company G, 22d 
Infantry, from which he deserted on expiration of fur- 
lough in New York in Feb., 1872. Over eight years 
afterwards he was apprehended in New York Oity on 
Oct. 21, 1880, and turned over to Captain (now Major) 
Thomas Ward, 1st Artillery, then temporary command- 
ant of Fort Columbus, for trial, but was immediately 
afterwards released from military custody, on a writ of 
habeas corpus issued by Judge Wm. G. Choate (since 
resigned), of the U. 8. District Court for the Southern 
District of New York. 

It was admitted on the hearing that the soldier had 
enlisted without his parent’s consent, and that he had 
always resided continuously in New York City since 
his alleged desertion. It was contended by his counsel, 
1st, that as he had enlisted without his parents’ consent, 
such enlistment was illegal and void. 2d, that more 
than two years had elapsed since the commission of the 
alleged offence, and therefore he was not liable to arrest 
under the 103d Article of War. Judge Choate did not 
consider decisively the first point, but grounded his 
order of discharge on the second point. 

Under instructions from the then Secretary of War, 
Ramsay, repeated by Secretary Lincoln, Judge Advo- 
cate Gardner appealed the case, which was argued in 
June on an elaborate brief and decision rendered by the 
U. 8. Circuit Court, reversing the decision of ths Court 
below and dismissing the writ of habeas corpus origin- 


~ally issued, and remanding the soldier to the custody of 


the military authorities for trial by general court mar- 
tial. We understand this order has just been entered 
by Judge Advocate Gardner and served on the oppos- 
ing counsel, and that the soldier will be at once brought 
to trial before a general court martial for his crime. 

In the opinion delivered by U. S. Circuit Judge 
Wallace it is held: ist. That a minor over 16 has the 
capacity to enlist and cannot avoid his contract, and 
that no one but his parent or guardian can apply for 
his discharge when he has enlisted without their con- 
sent. 2d. That while thus in service if he commits a 
crime he can be punished for it. 3d. That the ques- 
tion of the Statute of Limitations is exclusively for the 
general court martial to decide upon when the prisoner 
makes the plea, and that the Civil Courts have under 
such circumstances nothing to do with it. 

It has undoubtedly been the almost unanimous 
opinion of, and practice in, the Army for a century to 
consider that the 103d Article of War does not apply 
to desertion, which is a continuous offence, unlike 
other statutory crimes. This view is in consonance 
with the British practice, and it is only within a few 
years that the question appears ever to have been 
raised that desertion was not excluded from the 
Statute. 

Novel doctrines in military law are not favored in 
the Army, and when it was sought, through the Attor- 
ney General’s office and Bureau of Military Justice, by 
€@ parte opinions to give an interpretation of the 103d 
Article so as to include desertion, courts martial and 
the War Department refused to be bound thereby.

SAIL POWER IN WAR VESSELS. 


Tue recent experience of the Lancaster in a gale of 
wind raises an interesting question as to the real econo 
mic value of full sail power in ships of war. The gale 
encountered was so strong that the Lancaster could 
make no headway against it, and was finally forced to 
go into port for coal. Aside from this experience, it is 
manifest that a square-rigged vessel is at a great disad 
vantage when steaming head to wind; the resistance 
offered by the yards, masts, sails, and gear foot up to 
an amount rarely realized by those who have not given 
the subject some attention. So long as the steam power 
was auxiliary, the ship had to possess her full comple- 
ment of sails; but now that itis the sails that have 
been relegated to the place of auxiliaries, they can be 
advantageously reduced in size and number. The new 
vessels under construction have been considerably criti- 
cized on account of their not possessing full sail power; 
as they have two-thirds sail power, it is obvious that 
the increased speed to be gained by the additional third 
would not compensate for the increased weight of top- 
hamper, surface resistance, etc. The new Chilian 
cruiser Hemeralda is fitted with sail power after the 
same general manner; but she bas the defect common 
to all square-rigged vessels of exposing too great a sur- 
face toa head wind. 

Had the Lancaster been fitted with fore and aft sails 
alone, she could readily have laid a course within four 
points, or a little more, of the wind, and thus made 
headway towards her destination, instead of being 
forced to seek shelter. It is true that she is a slow ship 
at the best, and that the Quinnebaug was able to make 
her way against the gale, at what expense of coal and 
wear and tear is not known, however; but the fastest 
steamers would be able to go still faster if they bad 
merely masts, with no yards, gear, etc., tu hold the 
wind. It would unquestionably be a very simple 
matter to place the same amount of canvas now spread 
by the Lancaster in fore and aft sails with foremasts 
in regular schooner fashion. Light steel topmasts could 
be carried, which would permit the use of gaff top- 
sails. When steaming head to wind these could be 
sent down, and only the lower masts left standing. 
Can there be any doubt that a vessel so rigged would 
have the advantage over a square rigger in preparing 
for an engagement? that the ‘‘clearing ship for ac- 
tion” now required would be reduced to a minimum ? 
and that the liability to fouled screws from spars and 
gear shot away would also be at a minimum ? 

It is true that the problem presented for us to solve 1s 
complicated by the fact that we have no coaling stations 
abroad, and the advocates of sails have this for au ar. 
gument; but as schooners appear to find no difficulty in 
making their way, it would seem that a properly pro- 
portioned fore and aft rig could be devised for war 
vessels that would answer the same purpose. The 
speed might possibly be somewhat less, but that would 
be a matter of no importance, as whenever it became 
so steam would be resorted to. 

It certainly seems that it would be worth while to try 
the experiment. The cost would be but a trifle, and 
the Bureau of Equipment would more than save the 
expense it would be put to in the making of a new suit 
of sails for the Yantic or Alliance in the reduced quan- 
tity of gear necessary, while the expense of the altera- 
tions to the Bureau of Construction would be hardly 
worth mentioning. Given sails of equal surface, we 
believe that the fure and aft rig would give better 
economical results than the square rig. We invite the 
attention of the Bureaus chiefly interested to this point, 
in the hope that they may think it worth while to make 
the experiment. 








A MARVELLOUS JOURNEY. 


LigvuTENANT Mason A. Shufeldt, U. 8. Navy, who 
reported at the Navy Department on Wednesday of this 
week, brings home with him from Madagascar an ac- 
count of a series of adventures and hair-breath escapes 
which are really marvellous. Our latest advices from 
him in Madagascar were in a letter written about ten 
hours west of Antananarivo, May 28th, 1884. The 
communication which accompanied this letter, and 
which appesred in the Journan of August 16th, 
showed that Lieutenant Shufeldt fully understood the 
perils. of the journey he was.undertaking: Of this 


journey we expect to receive an account a little Jater. 
Meanwhile we can say that from Antananarivo to the 
western shore of Madagascar, Lieutenant Shufeldt con- 
ducted a body of nearly 400 men, over the mountain- 
ous plateaus, across the many swamps and great rivers; 
and through the dense malarious forests of Central 
Madagascar. He reports that of his original force only 
158 arrived safely. The five white men who ac- 
companied the expedition Lieutenant Shufeldt buried 
ene after another, and*with his own hands. He had 
three pitched battles with the «lave-traders, whom he 
had expected to encounter, and in these lost fifty men. 

Reaching the western coast of Madagascar, Lieuten- 
ant Shufeldt found himself in a critical position. He 
was literally ‘‘betwecn the devil and the deep sea.” 
Before him was the open ocean, with no apparent 
means of passage; and behind him were, the hostile 
tribes and the malarial swamps from which he had 
barely escaped alive, having concluded his journey to 
the coast lying helpless in a litter, broken by disease 
and hardships. finding a boat of about three tons 
burden, he caulked and rigged her with his own hands, 
and with a crew of four Macoa slaves set sail, without 
chart or compass, across the Mozambique Channel to 
Mozambique—five hundred miles to the northwest. 
There he arrived in safety, and communicated with the 
Navy Department at once by telegraph. Information 
of his movements having been obtained from that tele- 
gram, he was immediately communicated with by the 
Geographical Society of London, and was subsequently 
applied to by them for the information which he has 
withheld until he could report to the Department. 

On arriving at New York on Sunday last he was 
ordered to proceed to Washington and report in person 
at the Department. 

Lieutenant Shufeldt has suffered much in health 
from the effects of the malaria of Madagascar and the 
fatigue and strain of mind of the extraordinary jour. 
ney through that wild country. From Madagascar he 
brings important official communications from the 
Queen and Prime Minister to the President of the 
United States, the Secretary of State and the Secretary 
of the Navy. His visit to Madagascar has awakened 
an extraordinary e.thusiasm in that country for America, 
and the confidence shown in Lieut. Shufeldt personally 
is indicated by the fact that the Government of Mada- 
gascar has put at his disposal $50,000 to estab- 
hsh a military college, all the details of its organi- 
zation being left to his discretion. 

While congratulating Lieut. Shufeldt upon his suc- 
cessful journey, and his more than fortunate escape 
from such manifold perils, we may express our regret 
that the United States finds so little use for their 
talent, energy and zeal which our young naval officers 
undoubtedly possess, and so frequently display, and 
which give abundant proof that the best days of the 
American Navy have not passed, though when we 
grow old and gouty it may serve us to think so. 








IMPORTANT CHANGE IN THE NAVY DEPART- 
MENT. 

On the 1st of October an important change will be 
made in the method of detailing naval officers; by sep- 
arating the Office of Detail from the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. Hitherto, for many years, the chief of this 
bureau has, in addition to his regular duties, acted as 
the officer of detail and signed and issued all ordinary 
orders to naval officers. It has now been determined 
that it will be an improvement in administration to have 
the Office of Detail an independent office, having no 
more connection with the Bureau of Navigation than 
with any other bureau of the Department. 

The precise method of carrying on the work of the 
Detail Office under the new system has not yet been 
fixed; but doubtless three naval line officers, instead of 
one, will be designated as the advisors and assistants of 
the Secretary. The detail of staff officers will continue 
to be made as heretofore, after receiving the recommen- 
dation of the chiefs of the staff bureaus. 

This new system is not adopted by reason of any dis- 
satisfaction with the manner in which Commodore 
Walker, the present chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
and Office of Detail, has performed his duties, as it is 
well known that there has been perfect accord between 
him and the Secretary of the Navy on all questions; 
but the change is made solely from the conviction that 
the best administration requires that the chief of the 
important Bureau of Navigation should not also have 
imposed upon him the troublesome and engrossing 
work of the Detail Office. The matter of detail is one 
which affects every officer in the service, and it is im- 
portant to all that the numerous delicate and perplexing 
questions which arise in connection with it should have 
the moet careful and impartial consideration. The 





rigid rule followed in detailing officers of the.Marine . 
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Corps for sea service might well be adopted for the 
Navy. 








For some time there has been a controversy between 
the Quartermaster General and the Paymaster General 
as to who should pay the travelling expenses of pay- 
masters’ clerks. Under the appropriation acts for 
several years prior to 1884 provision was made under 
the head of ‘‘ Pay of the Army” for “travelling ex- 
penses to paymasters’ clefks.” The Quartermaster 
General held that the expense of transportation should 
be paid from that appropriation, and while his depart- 
ment furnished transportation for their clerks, he 
maintained that the department should be reimbursed 
from the apprupriation for the ‘‘ pay of the Army.” The 
matter having been referred to the Second Comptroller, 
that officer holds that reimbursements for those years 
should be made, but as to the present year he has render- 
ed the following opinion, maintaining that the said clerks 
are entitled to transportation in kind to be furnished 
by the Quartermaster’s Department:

PAY OF REVOLUTIONARY SURGEONS. 


Tux ‘Magazine of American History”’ tells us that the 
scale of pay of the Medical Department during the Revolu- 
tionary War was at the extreme of moderation. To the 
office of Director of the Military Hospitals was attached the 
pay of $150 per month, 2 rations, 1 for servant and 2 of 
forage; to that of the chief physician and surgeon of the 
Army, $140 per month, 2 horses and wagon, and 2 rations of 
forage; to each of the three chief phvsicians and surgeons 
cf the hospitals, $140 per month and 2 rations; to the pur- 
veyor. $130, and his assistant, $75 per month; to the apothe- 
cary, $130 per mouth, and his two assistants, $50 per month 
each; to the 15 hospital surgeons and physicians, $120 per 
month each, and to each of the 26 mates, $50 per month. 
The stewards received each $35 per montb; the clerks and 
storekeepers $2 per day; the 7 mftrons 50 cents each and a 
ration per day; the 30 nurses each 2s, and a ration a day, 
and the orderlies, if soldiers, 1s. and a ration, and, if citi- 
zens, 2s. and a ration a day.

THE KEELY-MOTOR VAPORIC GUN. 


We attended an interesting trial by the ‘‘ Keely- 
Motor Vaporic Gun,” on the proving ground at Sandy 
Hook, which we find so well described in the Com- 
mercial Advertiser, that we adopt its description, 
making some comments of our own elsewhere. 


An odd exposure of shifting sand with a necropolis 
of worthless caunon is finished off at Sandy Hook by 
a variety of targets set up at distances varying from 
500 yards to a mile or so. On a gun platform, fac- 
ing these targets, were placed on Saturday, an odd 
looking little fieldgun presided over by the mysterious 
Mr. Keely in propria persona, with some half dozen of 
the most fuithful of his disciples as assistants. Mr. 
Keely’s countenance wore the expression of a high 
priest about to celebrate a mystery, and the eyes of 
the faithful watched him with a look of almost pa- 
thetic interest and fidelity. Around and behind this 
group stood some stockholders—both hopeful and 
hopeless, some artillery officers, watch in hand, some 
scribes with note book and pencil, and a sprinkling 
of bandsmen and ordnance men, whose uniforms 
added a grateful color. 

__ All eyes were fixed on the gun and its accompanying 
Iron cylinders in which the ‘“ What is It,” was sup- 
posed to be lurking. This apparatus was quite com- 
monplace in its character, and consisted of a small 
fieldgun haviag at its breech a small reservoir supposed 
to contain what Mr. Keely calls vibrators, and into 
which the mysterious gas flows, pending the dis- 
charge. The forward end is lengthened in telescopic 
fashion by some three feet of brass tubing, and the 
bore is of about 1} inches in diameter. An artillery 
Officer remarked that it closely resembled all other 





| trail-piece of its carriage projected to the front, instead 


of to the rear. 

The magazines accompanying the gun are two in 
number, one large and one small, but resembling one 
another closely, being simply iron and steel cylinders 
with rounded ends provided with a trake-valve, and 
connected one with another by a brass tube of 1 16iv. 
diameter, while a similar tube leads from the large 
reservoir to the gun. ‘All these things were duly ob- 
served at a respectful distance. Mr. Keely prepared 
for action by unscrewing the forward half of his gun, 
and inserting into the gas chamber two or three 
disc wads intended to act as a retainer for the ex: 
panding gas. 

This done and the gun screwed together again, Mr. 
Keely drove a five ounce lead ball down its bore and 
pounded it well home with the ramn.er. Now com- 
menced the mystery. Mr. Keely, looking still more like 
an Officiating sugur, seized a small wooden mallet and 
with it thrice lightly tapped the larger cylinder. The 
taps were very light; a potato bug would have scorned 
them, and a Jersey mosquito have escaped uninjured, 
but the partially initiate present insisted that this cere- 
mony was necessary in order to induce vibrations and 
to cause the ‘‘ what is it” to become either positive or 
negative—exactly which seeming to cause a difference 
of opinion. The tapping. satisfactorily accomplished, 
Mr. Keely opened the valve at the end of the larger 
cylinder, and after waiting for six seconds and lightly 
tapping the breech of the gun, a faint explosion was 
heard, and tke lead ball leaped feebly into the air. Afew 
seconds later the casting upof a little jet of sand ia 
the neighborhood of the target showed where the bul- 
let had struck. Immediately on the explosion Mr. 
Keely closed the valve and looked more mysterious 
than ever. 

The whole result seemed so very puerile when con- 
trasted with the mysterious preparations and the queer 
jargon about intensifiers, vibrators, and the like, with 
which the partially initiate astounded their neighbors— 
that there was visible on many faces a smile of derision, 
which was not quite fair, for, feeble or strong, there 
could be no doubt that Mr. Keely kad some expansive 
dynamic shut up in his cylinders. This view of the 
case was the one taken by the artillery and ordnance 
officers present, who, after gratifying their curiosity in 
watching a few shots at the target, which generally was 
not hit, and a few more through the chromographic 
screens, by which an average muzzle velocity of about 
500 feet per second was recorded, formed groups and 
speculated on the probable cause of this manifestation. 
‘It can all be done with compressed air,” said one. 
‘Or with carbonic acid gas,” said another. ‘* Or with 
several other gasses,” opined a third. ‘‘ Yes,” was the 
answer, ‘* but compressed air or gas, expanding again, 
means cold, and there is no evidence of a change of 
temperature. Besides, the muzzle velocity of these 
shots does not decrease, as ought to be the case if the 
cylinder was filled with any of the known expanders in 
a state of compression.” ‘That argument,” said a 
bystander, **I do not regard as conclusive in this case 
on account of the great disproportion in size between 
the receiver and the chamber in the gun. Solittle of 
the ‘ What is it’ is used at each discharge that I believe 
the same result might be got with compressed air.” 

While the experts were thus discussing, Mr. Keely 
continued to pop away until nineteen shots had been 
fired—the last one, for penetration, with a hollow- 
pointed steel projectile, getting through one three-inch 
hemlock plank and imbedding itself an inch in the next 
one. Then the performance was announced as finished. 
Mr. Keely, as the result of the last shot was being in- 
vestigated, remarked with an air of great triumph, 
*¢ And I havew’t used the intensifier once,” thereby dis- 
gusting his audience, who resented not having been 
given, a8 areporter put it, ‘The best he had in the 
shop.” 

Oa the homeward voyage, some sandwiches and beer 
being served out, the party assembled in the Starin’s 
suloon to hear a few remarks from the inveator. This 
afforded an opportunity for a square good look at Mr. 
Keely’s personality, which is a remarkable one. Tall 
and powerful, with a pair of large and singularly dis- 
torted hands—their finger tips apparently destitute of 
nails—Mr. Keely hasa high, narrow forehead, a square 
projecting chia, a complexion of parchment with the 
palior of which his black hair, mustaches and whiskers 
contrast painfully, and black eyes, which have a fur- 
tive expression. Altogether the face is one which 
might belong to a man half mystic and half humbug, 
aod yet there is much power in the strong brain, and 
plenty of brain room in the skull. 

Whatever Mr. Keely may be as an inventor, as an 
orator he is a dead failure, and his speech amounted to 
a painfully involved statement of difficulties overcome 
in the past and promises of perfect success in the near 
future, when, as he said, the motor would be ready to 
do all things, even telegraphy, and the small results of 
to-day would be utterly lost sight of in the great results 
of to-morrow. In alluding to the small results of his 
gun trial, he gave an explanation slightly at variance 
with the remark noted above—about not having used 
the intensifier once. That remark was to the effect 
that be might have done better if he had chosen; the 
statement in the speech being that he was afraid to 
charge his cylinder heavily, lest the vibration of the 
cars in journeying from Philadelphia should intensify 
the pressure to the bursting point. 

Following Mr. Keely, Colonel Hamilton mads a few 
remarks, and in a plain, soldierlike fashion—quite re- 
freshing after Mr. Keely’s hesitations—stated that the 
results that he had seen, and that he had previously 
noted, were unexplainable on any hypothesis which he 
was able to form. That the action of the ‘‘ what is it” 
was as unlike the action of any expansive force known 
to him; that Mr. Keely had either got hold of a new 
force or an entirely» novel application of an old one,

ARMY PROMOTION. 
To the Editor of the Army.and Navy Journal: 


Arrer many failures, equal in’ their disheartening 
effect to some of the defeats suffered by the grand old 
Army of the Potomac, the line of the Army ivtends to 
again come smilingly to the front with'a petition at the 
next session of Congress, asking the of «law 
that will radically correct the utter stagnation which 
now exists in promotion. { t 

The proposed bill provides for a graded compulsory 
retired list at fifty-eight years of age for all arms of the 
line, and also provides for the retirement ot all captains 
and lieutenants upon reaching the age of fifty years, on 
their own application, and with an advance of one 
grade for those, upon retirement, who served during 
the war of the Rebellion. 

That such a bill ought to be passed is manifest by a 
glance at the Army Register, which shows 23 captains 
of infantry who have served in that grade twenty years, 
18 captains nineteen years, and 87 captains eighteen 
years. In vbe cavalry, where youth and activity are. 
essential to efficieacy, 3 captains have served eighteen 
years, 15 captains seventeen years, and 18 captains six- 
teen years. In the urtillery the same stagnation pre- 
vails, 2 captains having nineteen years, 10 captaius 
eighteen years, 5 captains seventeen years. 

The same influences have retarded beyond a reason- 
able period the er of the lieutenants of the line 
of the Army. It is no novel thing to find lieutenants 
who are grandfathers. They look like field officers of a 
remote period, but their shoulders are unadorned by the 
gold or silver leaf, or the gorgeous American spread 
eagle.

forms no longer for consideration one of ‘the *‘ military 
necessities of the United States.” If that fine schoo) 
of irregular warfare has been taken away from us, in 
which the younger officers gained much knowledge of 
active operations and had an opportunity of hearing the 
music (if any but a fool has ever done go) of a hostile 
bullet, we must continue to practice upon the mimic 
field the lessons taught upon the real stage, without the 
spice of danger and the excitement attending the possi- 
bility of meetiog a living foe face to face. 

To go through the fatigue of movements, such as 
would be required in war, when there is no war, just 
for the benefit of the real kaowledge which is acquired 
thereby, requires on the part of the officer a genuine 
love and enthusiasm for his profession. . Enthusiasm is 
an attribute of youth. Can it be found where decrepi- 
tude, incapacity, resulting from wounds, or hard service, 
or disease, or age has laid their heavy hand ? 

It is time to give the younger men a chance. Let 
the veterans seek in honorable retirement the ease and 
comfort to which they are entitled. . Youth, alas! is 
not eternal; activity and energy are not found in-men 
whose joints are stiffened by the hardships of two wars, 
and who live only in the reminiscences of ‘bygone 
events. Earnest, united action and financial assistence 
is what is needed to remedy what is to-day the first 
great menacing military necessity of the United States. 
Reform in this case must come from the Army itself, by 
presenting to Congress this great living issue between 
a blind conservatism and an evil too dangerous to be 
longer ignored or neglected.

Theyseem suddenly to have waked up and re- 
sumed their duties with an energy and devotion that not only 
leaves little to be desired in this respect, but which has revived 
amoug the people of the State a warm interest in their Na- 
tional Guard. 

So much for preface: now as to particulars. 


THE HEADQUARTERS’ STAFF. 


The staff officers selected by the new Brigadier-Genoral, 
D. M. White, by their know! of their duties and the effi- 
cient performance of them, have already made their infiu- 
ence beneficially felt throughout the brigade. This is, natur- 
ally, first noticed in the office of the Assistant Adjutant- 
General, Lieutenant Colonel Geo. W. Gould, whose prompt- 
ness and thoroughness in matters of official routine and 
style of military communications are worthy of commenda- 
tion and imitation. 

Capt. Louis C. Merrill, the brigade quartermaster, has no 
sinecare, but he has brought to bis new office the methods 
and system of an active business life, which have made him 
a most efficient assistant to his commanding officer in the 
arduous duties that fell to both during the recent encamp- 
ment. The quartermaster’s work was as smoothly, quickly, 
and, better than all, as quietly done as if camping and the 
transportation of impedimenia was an every day affair. 

r. George Cook, lieutenant-colonel and medical director, 
whose 1 a cape ability and interest in military matters 
are wi recognized, made a most favorable impression 
during encampment. His hospital service was thor- 
oughly , tents, diepersary, sick wards and beds 
being in perfect order. Over the jarge tent containing the 
beds for the sick floated the flag bearing the Geneva Cross, 
probably seen there for the first time in New Hampshire. 

Capt. Willis D. Thompson, comm of subsistence, was 
the efficient caterer of the brigade quarters mess. The 
nomber of officers, ladies, and visitors who daily sat down 
to meals in the mess tent varied from thirty to sixty, so that 
Capt. Thompson, in this branch of his duties alone, had his 
bands full; and it is sufficient to say that he proved a most 
efficient and courteous staff officer. 

a Frank W. Russell, aide-de-camp, has the advantage 
of ig & West Pointer, and having a long and varied expe- 
rience in the U. 8. regular cavalry. His knowledge was 
promptly brought into use by Gen. White in imparting in- 
etruction to officers of the line lately joined, and he acquit- 
ted himself in the most satisfactory manner.

This officer 
works hand in glove with the brigadier-general, and most 
intelligently and enthusiastically merges the inspector into 
the instructor whenever an occasion offers, in which friendly 
work he is heartily aided by the commanding officers of the 
different organizations. 


THE ENCAMPMENT. 


The arrangement of the camp, as far as it went, and its 
police, together with its sanitary condition, were all simply 
perfection. A better arrangement should be made for the 
men’s sinks, outside of the enclosure. This will doubtless 
be done this fall. These were well disinfected, but there 
should be permanent structures built for the purpose. Fre- 
quent inspection of the camp, and its good police, and per- 
fect neatness and good order were praised by all who visited 
the camp. 

The tents furnished the companies by the State are of 
much better material than that of thove tents Lired for bri- 
gade headquarters, but both are far inferior to that made by 
or supplied to the Federal Government. 

Water had tov be hauled, anda for the convenience of the 
men two water barrels were sunk in the ground on the flank 
of each company and kept filled with good fresh water from 
the water wagon. 

GUARD DUTY. 


It is to be regretted that guard duty was not better per- 
formed. So far as could be traced the fanit seemed to lie 
with the officers of the Guard who were not seen, as they 
should have been frequently instructing the sentinels on 
post. The Commanding General weeks before the encamp- 
ment, caused to be printed, in neat aud handy form, a cir- 
cular setting forth in the minutest detail the duties of senti- 
nels, These were distributed to the command a sufficient 
time before going into camp to enable each lieutenant to 
commit to memory every line of the instructions. As this 
was not done the sentinels were not well instructed, nor were 
they sufficiently practiced in their duties while on post, 
These duties can all be learned in the company armory, and 
there they should be learned, so that the minute a guard is 
mounted the officers uf the guard can begin instructing such 
of the relief as are new men. 

However, it should be gaid, in all fairness that the sentinels 
showed a meritorious desire to learn their duties and an ea- 
gerness to express military courtesy that almost disarmed 
criticism. 

MILITARY COURTESY. 

And this brings us to the subject of military courtesy. 
There has been within a year a great improvement in this 
respect in this brigade. The kindly, gentlemanly spirit that 
animates the brigade, from the Geveral to the youngest 
private, is worthy of mention, and might wel! awaken the 
envy of less fortunate organizations. Perfect harmony per- 
vades the brigade. Not an unkind word, not a provoking 
speech nor hostile criticism was heard in the camp; and if 
some of the new men lacked a knowledge of how to express 
in a military manner their respect for their superiors, they 
made it manifest in their respectable bearing. The feeling 
was evidently thcre—tbe feeling of subordination, deference 
to constituted authority, and friendly sentiments for their 
comrades, It would be very hard to imagine a more courte- 
ous body of officers or men than those cowprised in the New 
Hampshire National Guard. 


CONDUCT OF THE TROOPS. 


Thore were about fourteen hundred men under arms in 
camp for six days and nights, and during that time not one 
intoxicated person was found belonging tothe camp. This 
tells its own story. In former years liquor was allowed to 
be sold within a short distance of camp, but Gen. Clough, 
last year, broke up those dens and began a reform as re- 
garded eelling liquor near camp. However, the present com- 
mand could have procured all the liquor they wanted; and 
that they did not abuse the privilege is due to the example 
of their officers and their innate self-respect. 

On Sunday there was celebrated High Maes in the morn- 
ing, and in the afternoon Chaplain Roberts, the talented 
Chaplain from Concord, held an Episcopal service—aided by 
cboristers from his church. Both services were well at- 
tended. 

Grace was habitually said at meals at the brigade mess by 
one of the regimental staff officers, and also at some of the 
regimental messes. 

The conduct of the men was excellent throughout, and 
was made the subject of remark by the many visitors to the 
camp. 

Among these visitors it was omitted to mention in my last 
letter, were Miss Harriet P. Dawes—the Florence Nightin- 
gale of New Hampshire—whose services in the War of the 
Rebellion have given her a national reputation. 

Among the visitors also was Col. A, A. Rand, Recorder of 
the Miltary Order Loyal Legion, Boston Uommandery, and 
formerly Lt.{Col. in the 4th Mass. Vol. Cavalry. There were 
numerous other visitors not only from all parts of the State, 
but from Connecticut and Massachusetts. 

On the whole the encampment was a success and one of 
which the State and brigade may well be proud, not only for 
the vast improvement shown, but for the enthusiasm and 
interest it evoked among the militia and its friends. 





MASSACHUSETTS. 


Te recent successful artillery experiment of the 12th 
New York at Fort Wadsworth found its echo in Boston Har- 
bor on Friday, September 19. Massachusetts was ahead of 
New York iu introducing heavy artillery into her State 
camp, but to New York belongs the credit of first encamping 
one of her regimeats for an entire week at a U. 8. fort. The 
Boston experiment, although it lasted for only one day, bas 
turned out equally satisfactory, and thus another proof of 
the practicability of forming an effective forve for the de- 
fence of our sea coast from State troops is revealed, That 
this fact is appreciated by the General Government as well 
as the State authorities is shown by the readiness with 
which the former puts the facilities as well as the material 
for artillery instruction at the disposal of the latter when- 
ever they ask for it, while the promptness and enthnsiasm 
with which the majority of the Army officers enter into the 
subject and meet their civilian brothers in arms halfway, 
forms a pleasant as well as an important feature in the 
solving of ~hat is always a delicate and difficult pro- 
blem. 

The 1st Massachusetts Infantry, Colonel Austin Welling- 
ton commanding, arrived at Fort Warren on Friday, Sept. 
19th, at about 11 a. m., and Colonel John Mendenhall, the 
post commander, at once put all the necessary facilities for 
the practice, which was with the ten-inch Rodman gun, st 
the disposal of the regiment, which marched direct from the 
boat into the fort, formed line on the right, broke into 
column to the rear and stacked arms; whereupon, previous 
to guard mounting, a lunch was seryed tothe men. The 
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day was artillery practice, these are on this occasion of 
little importance, Colonel Mendenhall, as well as Capts, 
Story and Greenough and the subalterns of the two bat- 
teries of artillery stationed at Fort Warren, did everything 
to assist their guests in their new duties, and for each piece a 
regular non-commissioned officer was assigned for the pur- 
pose of explaining and supervising the drill of the militia 
at the guns, and to prevent accidents. Before dinner the 
militia watched the drill of the regulars, who (officers as 
well as men) in turn became their guests at the repast laid 
out on the boat which brought the Massachusetts men to 
the fort. Though generally inexperienced in the work be- 
fore them, the militia evinced considerable intelligence and 
surprising attention and willingness to learn, so that after a 
little drili and explanation a sufficient number of men were 
found who could be entrusted with the handling and firing of 
the pieces, Captain J. P. Story, U. 8. A., had charge of the 
firing in the morning, but two guns being used, one under 
1st Lieutenant A. 8. Cummins, the other under 2d Lieuten- 
ant O. P. Townsley. While this was going on, the other offi- 
cers were answering such questions as were asked by the 
officers and men of the visiting regiment. As Ordnance 
Officer, Captain Greenough had prepared 24 10in. Rodman, 
8. B. guns for drill—upon the 12 bearing upon the target 
be had affixed the sights, etc. Thus, each of the companies 
had at its disposal two guns. Orders from the War Depart- 
ment directed the commanding officer at Fort Warren to 
turn over to the militia 24 10in. shells and 480 Ibs. of pow- 
der (common). The Commissary, Quartermaster and the 
Ordnance Implement and Equipment storerooms were open 
to visitors, as were the men’s quarters and messroome. _— 

The target was moored 1,800 yards distant, and the firing 
began after dinner with shell, the regular officers attending 
to the cutting of the fozes, the elevating of the guns, etc. 
A correspondent from Fort Warren tells us that the left of 
the target was carried away, but we also learn that some of 
the shells failed to explode—a defect doubtless due to the 
age of the powder, which through long storage is apt to be 
come affected so as to refuse to ignite at the proper time. 
The record of the firing is as follows, the data having been 
yerified by the official timekeeper at Fort Warren: :

10%{ seconds, 10 yards short, 30 yards to the right, shell 
failed to explode. Second shot, elevation 12 deg., flight 9 
seconds, burst over target.

Compapy B—Two shots, First, elevation 12 deg., flight 
1044 seconds, 30 yards short, 50 yards to right, shell failed to 
explode, Second shot, elevation 12 deg., flight 10}¢ seconds, 
40 yards short, 20 yards mght. E 

Company O—One shot. Elevation 1214 deg., flight 11}¢ 
seconds, sbeil burst over target. ; 

Company A—One shot. Elevation 12 deg., flight 11 
seconds, 30 yards short and 30 yards right, shell failed to 
explode. 

Gouees I—One shot. Elevation 1234 deg., flight 113¢ 
seconds, 70 yards short, 70 yards right, shell failed to explode. 

Company E—One shot. Elevation 1234 deg., flight 10+¢ 
seconds, shell burst over target. f : 

Company G—One shot. Elevation 1234 deg., flight 9% 
poet 30 yards over, 50 yards to the right, shell failed to 
explode, 

Company H—One shot. Elevation 12 deg., flight 1037 
second, 20 yards right, shell failed to explode. : 

The militia performed an instructive and profitable day’s 
work, of the very kind that is needed, and for the perform- 
ance of which all who participated are entitled to encourage- 
ment and credit. It is a step in the right direction, and the 
originator, Col. Wellington, should be supported by the 
State for his enterprise and intelligence, as no doubt he is, if 
the presence of the large number of prominent Massachu- 
setts officers, including Adjutant-General Dalton, may be 
regarded as evidence of the fact that such work as that per- 
formed by the lst on this occasion is appreciated. When 
the firing had closed the afternoon and so far advanced that 
no further movements, not even the contemplated review 
before Col. Mendenhall, could take place, and the regiment 
started at once on the home trip amidst the hearty cheers of 
the boys uf the Fort Warren garrison, who, as well as their 
officers, were highly pleased with their visitors and their 
work, Acorrespondent at Fort Warren refers to them in 
the following terms: ‘‘I must say that I have never seen a 
better conducted class of men. They seemed to give their 
entire mind and thought to their drill, and their attentive 
bearing while at the guns exceeded anything of the kind I 
ever saw. Too much praise cannot be given them for their 
soldierly bearing. I have heard nothing but universal praise 
of them both from the officers and men of the post.” It is 
to be hoped that this occasion isthe beginning of a closer 
connection between the United States and State troops. 

The State rifle matches will take place at the Camp 
Ground, Soutb Framingham, on Thursday, Oct. 9. There 
will bea Staff Team Match, a Company Team Match, an 
Officer's Match and an Enlisted Men's Match. Officers and 
men will appear in fatigue uniform. Practice will be in 
charge of Col. H. T. Rockwell, A. I. G., and Insp. Gen. of 
Rifle Practice. 

The trophies to be competed for will be as follows: For 
Staff Teams, 1; for Company Teams, 3; also for teams of 
such companies as have not in any previous year won a State 
trophy, 3 trophies; but no team shall take two trophies. 
For officers, 3. For enlisted men, 10 trophies, as follows:

cially, as it put some $3,000 into the armory fund clear of 
all expenses, but superlatively so from the military point of 
view.

All three regiments—the Light Squadron and the Univer- 
sity Battery—were aesembied in camp, while the Detroit Ci 
Grays came ag invited guests.

with mathematical accuracy, though more than (two-thirds 
of the tents were borrowed for the occasion. The weather 
proved perfect, and the throng of spectators exceeded ex- 
pectations. In addition to regular military drills aud duties 
there were all manner of attractive exercises to draw the 
crowds. Among these the competition drills, the evening 
fireworks, the skirmish drills by electric light (with which 
the whole enclosure of the park was brilliantly illuminated) 
the grand street parade, brigade reviews and dress parades, 
and, finally, a gorgeously absurd sham battle were promi- 
nent. The competitive drills were fine. Major Powell, 4th 
Infantry, and Lieut. Treat, 5th Artillery, came from 
Omaha Barracks as guests of the Light Horse to act with 
Lieut. Cole, 6th Cavalry (Class of 84) himself .a Wisconsin 
boy, as judges. Five companies drilled on a decidedly stiff 
programme, and the Detroit Grays in their jaunty West Point 
uniforms made a handsome first. The Badger boys had a 
sharp tussle for the other places, Janesville and Appleton 
being almost neck and neck. The score out of a possible 10, 
was as follows :

Charlies G. Treat, of the Sth Artillery. Just before the drill 
began, Governor Rusk arrived upon the ground, accompanied by 
General Chapman, Surgeon General Paimer, Colonels Bailey, 
Morley and Stanley, of his staff, who were received by a salute of 
seventeen guns, from the University battery. Then the Janes- 
villes began the contest, In the manual, firings, marchings and 
wheelings, the Janesvilles made a fine exhibition. Some ofthe 
men were & trifle nervous. Captain Doe was just up and out, 
after long and trying illness, and that there should have been 
several “ breaks”? was to be expected. The company had nu- 
merous friends and partisans on the stand, who warmly ap- 
plauded every move, and thereby did more damage than good, 
as they only rendered following commands inaudible, or made it 
necessary for Captain Doe to wait until they subsided before he 
could go on. That he should have lost time, therefore, and 
failed to complete the programme, was as much due to the inju- 
dicious enthusiasm of his many friends as it was to the difficulty 
of the prescribed movements, The audience, ot course, could

Brigade dress parades were very handsome, and a novelty 
to Wisconsin eyes. The sham fight was planned in due form 
by Maj. Powell and Col, King, who commanded the defence 
and attack respectively. It was really more realistic than 
such things generally get to be, but had, as such things must 
have, its absurd features—lavish expenditure of ammuni- 
tion and the unprecedented rush upon the field, behind and 
even between the combatants, at the critical moment, of 
some six or eight thousand eager spectators determined to 
get where they could see the whole thing. A week of most 
profitable instruction was had despite the worry of providing 
show pieces. 

Prominent among the interested military men, present as 
spectators, were Gen. Bentley, of Iowa, and Col, Bend, of 
the ist Minnesota.

PRUSSIAN SANITARY STATISTICS. 


Tue Medical Department of the Prussian War Min- 
istry, as we have already stated, assisted by the 
Medical Department of the Bavarian and Wurtemberg 
War Ministries, and the Saxon Sanitary Board, are 
bringing out a sanitary report of the German armies in 
the Franco-German war of 1870-71. The first and 
fourth volumes have just appeared, and, by the end of 
the year, the remaining six sure expected to be published. 
The whole work is copiously supplied with maps, illus- 
trations, drawings, and photographs. The eight vol- 
umes are divided into five parts—administrative, statis- 
tic, chirurzic, medical, bibliography, und registers. At 
the outbreak of the war, the army of the North German 
Confederation had, exclusive of Saxony, 3.679 doctors 
at its disposal, 1,083 of whom were civilians; of these, 
8,679, the mobile amy received 2,767, the immobile 
912. All of these had appointments connected with 
the army. In the hospitals for the reserve and for the 
prisoners of war, 1,779 civilians were employed as 
assistants ; thus making a total of 5,458. Besides these, 
847 foreign doctors volunteered their services, among 
whom were 89 English, 57 North Americans, 84 Dutch, 
69 Swiss, 49 Russians, 22 Austrians, 15 Belgians, 2 
Greeks, 2 Spaniards, 2 Italians, 1 Norwegian, 1 Swede, 
1 Turk, 1 Roumanian, 1 Mexican, and 1 Servian. To 
these must be added 478 ficld-apothecaries, 6.918 hospi- 
tal assistants, 5,811 bearers (exclusive of 5,000 assistant 
bearers.) Including ibe rest of the sanitary personnel; 
there were in all 35,662 persons employed in the Sani- 
tary Service of Prussia and the other States of the North 
German Confederation ; Saxony supplied 500, Hesse 
97, Bavaria 615, Wurtemberg 126, Soden 159 doctors. 
On an average, there was one doctor for every 170 men. 
The losses suffered amongst the doctors were as follows: 
11 died before the enemy or from wounds received, 54 
from diseases, 66 were wounded. Besides these, 352 
German doctors became invalids. Amongst the immo- 
bile troops, 19 doctors died from the exertions imposed 
upon them. .

This, which seems so simple a matter, 
sh. uid be very seriously considered, if the welfare of Egypt 
is at all to be regarded. Any great change in the cataracts 
of the Nile might seriously alter the flow of that river, 
which is the life of lower Egypt. These cataracts act as 
natural regulators of the flow of water in the Nile. Should 
that flow be made more rapid by changes in the cataracts, 
it seems to me that Egypt would be in danger of having 
both floods and drouths, to which she is not now sub- 
jected.” 








THE AUTUMN MANCE0UVRES. 


The autumn mancenuvres of the German army at Dusseldorf 
were concluded Sept, 24 with a review of the Rhineland Oorps. 
The Emperor attended the review in a carriage, but at the 
cloee mounted on horseback to bid adieu to the foreign 
officers who were present to witness the manenvres. The 
Emperor bestowed crosses upon the visiting ofticers, and to 
the French General Haurion he presented the order of the 
Red Eagle, 

A correspondent of the Army and Navy Gazette, describ- 
ing the pare de of the Guard Corps, says : 

As # military spectacle, nothing can compare with the 
grand paiade of the Guards Corps in Berlin. The review 
this year before the Emperor was in every way a brilliant 
success. The whole of the splendid Guard Corps was on 
the ground, with the exception of the 4th Queen's Grena- 
diers Regiment, at Coblentz. The Emperor looked remark- 
ably well, and was, as usual, received with the greatest 
enthusiasm, and when he afterwards mounted bis horse and 
rode towards the troops, which were drawn up in two lines, 
deafening cheers rose on all sides. A Royal salute is given, 
and as be anproaches each battalion, the noble old soldier 
says cheerily, ‘*Good morning, my children !” Immediately 
the whole battalion answers as with one voice, in loud tones, 
“Good morning, your Majesty !” the rifles still at the pre- 
sent. The effect of this is very striking. The marching- 
paet was excellent, aud all agreed that the appearance of 
these splendid troops left nothing to be desired. The pre- 
cision aud singular qnietness with which everything is done 
is a sign of the perfect training of all ranks. You never 
bear, as you do sometimes at our reviews, in stage-whispers 





that can be heard from one end of the parade to another, 
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“* Now then, there, close up !” ‘* Will you look to your front, 
Jones!” All that is done at home at their private parades 
(of which, of course, they get plenty). Here nothing but 
the actual words of command were heard, and these given 
with a smartness and clearness which some of our command- 
ing officers would do well to imitate. 

In the recent autumn military manceuvres of the Russian 
Army, which terminated last month, the Western Army Corps 
18 considered to have given proufs of great efficiency. An 
order of the day, issued by the Emperor, expresses warm 
approval of the performance of both the Eastern and Weat- 
ern Corps. His Ma joaty has conferred upon the Grand 
Duke Viadimir the rank of Commander-in Chief of the 
regiments of the Guard and of the St. Petersburg military 
district, in recognition of his services in promoting the 
efficiency of the troops.

FRENCH AND ENGLISH NAVIES. 


AcoonpIne to the Militar Zeitung, Great Britain still holds 
first place with her ironclad fivet; France, second; Germany, 
third; Italy, fourth; Russias, fifth, and Austria, sixth place, 
France, however, is building at present 14 vessels of the 
most powerful deroription, and 8 similar powerful ironclad 
vessels for coast defence, against 7 line-of-battle ships and 
5 ironclad cruivers building in Great Britain. Io a few years, 
therefore, France will be able to dispose of thirty battle 
ships, of which 12 are of firsteclass fighting power, and Great 
Britain 32 battle ships, pnumberiog, however, only a single 
vessel of about equa! strength tothe 12 French ships. Italy 1s 
constructing 5 battle sbips of first-class power, Russia 3 vat- 
tle ships end 3 ironclad cruisere, Germany 1 ironclad cruiser 
and 2 ironclad guuboate; Anstria 1 battle ship; Denmark, 1 
ironclad for coast defence. Great Britain's pre-eminence on 
the sess is, therefore, most decidedly menaced by France, 
with the completion of the veavele building by both States. 
As Great Britain is obliged to employ a great portion of ber 
fleet in the Mediterranean and at many distant stations it 
may be presumed that from 1887 to 1488 a French fleet of 42 
ironclads would be opposed to an English fleet of, at most, 
30 ironclads, including in the latter the vessels reserved for 
coast defence. , 

The Journal des Debala, on the contrary, is publishing a 
series of ar'icles in which the French naval system ig tub- 
jected to merciless criticiam. The writer detlares that the 
French fleet is totally inefficient for a great war.
